were read. 

Refolv'd, That "tis rhe Opinion of the Committee 
that the Act tor Leffening the Duty of Rape Seed 
to be exported. a 

.-----that the Act to regulate the taking and ex- 
ating of throughout this Kingdom. 

--e-and that the Act againft Horfe-ftealing, and 
to prevent che buying and felling of ftoln Horfes, 
and for punithing all Acceffaries to Felony. 

Are profitable Laws, and fit cobe made perpetual. 

The Houfe agreed to thefe Refolutions, and or- 
dered Heads of Bills to be brought in accord- 


te Clerk of the Hanaper deliver’d in a Lift of 
the Names of the Juftices of the Peace in and 
throughout this Kingdom, which was order’d to lye | 
on the Table. 

Heads of Bills, for qualifying Perfons to be 
Juftices of the Peace and Sherifs : And for the 
more effectual preventing the taking away and 
marrying Children againft the Will of their Pa- 
rents or Guardians: were read and feverally com- 
mitted to Committees of the whole Houfe. 

Leave given to bring in heads of a 
Bill for continuing and amending an Act En- 
tiled) An Act for Naturalizing all Proteftant Stran- 
gers in this Kingdom. 

The Houfe gave leave to Hen. Davis, Efq; a 
Member of their Houfe [upon his declaring himfelf 
Willing] to be examin’d in the Houfe of Lords, in 
Relation to the Misbehaviour of Capt. George Ca- 
tock in the undue returning of an Habeas Corpus, 
Ifued our of the Court of Queens Bench, and the 
Affont by him given to that Court. 

Ordered , A Particular Account of the Gon- 
fant and Incident Charges of Colle@ing and Ma- 
naging the Revenue, to be laid before the Houfe. 

------ That the Muftermafter General lay before 
the Huufe an Account of the time when the feveral 
Forces fent out of this Kingdom were taken off the 
Eftablifhmenr,and at what time the orher Regiments 
who fucceeded them were put on the Eftablith- 

And that the Particulars of the Grofs Sum 
' of the Charge of the Barracks, be lay’d before 

the Houfe, 

And appointed a Committee to infpedt the fe- 
veral Publick Accounts and Papers laid before the 
Houfe ; order’d that Committee to Subdivide theme 


felves, and empower'd them to fend for Perfons, Pa- 
pers and Records. 

Heads of a Bill for Leffening Sheriffs Fees on Exe- 
cutions, were Read and Commisied to a Committee 
of the whole Houle. 

The Bill for Amending and Continuing an A@ 
made in the Second year of Her Majefty, for the 
Recovery of tmati Debis in a Summary way before 
the Judges of Aifize, order'd to be Ingroffed. 

Fuly 15. Heads of a Bill to impower Juftices 
of the Peace to determine Difpures about Servants 
Wages, and to oblige Matters to pay the fame ; 
and to punith Idle and Difordesly Pertons. 

of a Bil toenable Archbithops, Bifhops, and 
other Ecclefiaftical Perfons to make Leafes to Pro- 
teftants only. Were read, and feverally commited 
to Committees of the whole Houfe. 

A Petition of John Kaightly Gent. fetting forth, 
That Her Majetty bath been pleafed by Letters Pa- 
tents, to conftitute him Groom Porter of this King- 
dom; and praying fuch faving in the heads of a 
Bill, now before this Honourable Houle, for fup- 
prefling Lotteries and Gaming- Lables, or fuch other 
Relief, as to this Houle thould feem meet, was pre- 
fented to the Houfe and read, and referr’d to a 
Committee of the whole Houfe, to whom the faid 
heads cf a Bill are committed ; and they were im- 
powered to receive a Claule or Claufes. 

According to Order report was made from the 
Committee of the whole Houfe, to whom the Mo- 
tion for a Supply to be granted to Her Majefty, and 
alfo his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant’s Speech 
were committed, that they had come ro the follow- 
ing Refolution in the matter to them referred. viz. 

Refolv'd, That it is the Opinion of this Com- 
mittee, that a Supply be granted to Her Majefty. 

And the Queftion being put, That this Houfe do 
agree with the Commirree in the faid Refolution. 

Rofilv'd, Nemine Contradicente, That the Houfe 
doth agree with the Committee in the faid Refolu- 
tion. 

Refolv'd, That this Houle do on the 21ft Refolve 
it felf into 2 Committee of the whole Houfe, to con- 
fider farther of the Supply to be Granted to Her 
Majefty, and alfo bis Excellency the Lord Lieute- 
nant’s Speech. 

Fuly 16. The Houfe refolv’d to go into a Com- 
mittee of the whole Houfe the 22d, to take into 
Confideration the State of the Nation.

Pacqet-Boar fail’d from hence with the Mail for 
Holland. Came in the Poftillon from the North- 
ward with a Fleet of Coafters, that pafs’d by for the 
River.
